In  Honor 
CLIFFORD  JOSEPH  STONE 


Clifford  Stone  was  born  in  Unity,  September  12, 1914,  the  second  son  of  Charles 
and  Estella  (Cox)  Stone.  When  he  was  4  years  old,  both  his  parents  died  on 
February  8,  1919,  from  the  influenza  epidemic.  His  grandparents  took  the  boys 
and  gave  them  a  loving  home. 

His  formal  education  was  short,  but  his  many  occupations  gave  him  an  exten- 
sive one.  When  very  young  he  worked  for  local  farmers,  and  at  16,  was  hired  by 
the  N.H.  State  Highway  Department.  He  continued  with  them  intermittently 
until  retirement  in  1982.  After  acquiring  his  own  equipment,  the  Highway  De- 
partment leased  it  from  him  when  necessary.  During  these  years,  his  friend, 
Roy  Nelson,  taught  him  drilling  and  blasting,  which  he  used  extensively,  later 
in  his  mining  operations  in  Unity  and  other  towns. 

In  Unity,  Cliff  willingly  filled  many  offices:  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Adjusters,  with  friends,  Ken  Smith  and  Peg  Delude;  Constable  for  over  25  years; 
Deputy  Fire  Warden  for  27  years;  drove  school  bus,  and  leased  buses  to  the  town 
also;  and  periodically,  for  22-1/2  years  was  Unity's  Road  Agent.  Times  were  hard 
then  and  the  Town  Budget  suffered,  but  Cliff  made  sure  his  men  were  paid 
every  week;  an  act  greatly  appreciated  by  all. 

In  1947,  he  became  a  Charter  Member  of  the  Unity  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  in  1954,  elected  its  Chief.  During  his  tenure,  he  initiated  the  move  to 
join  Keene  in  Mutual  Aid,  one  of  the  first  towns  to  do  so.  The  Department  held 
dances,  raffles,  weekly  Bingo  games,  etc.  to  raise  funds  for  equipment  and  they 
also  managed  to  supply  a  new  furnace,  windows  and  toilets  for  the  Town  Hall, 
plus  a  new  well  and  light  outside.  The  old  school  house  was  procured  and  rebuilt 
into  the  basis  for  the  present  firehouse.  During  this  period  there  were  times 
when  the  Fire  Department  helped  restore  burnt  homes  to  livable  condition. 

Land  speculation  -  "Love  of  his  life"  -  and  trading  in  Army  trucks  have  always 
been  important  to  him,  and  people  come  to  buy  or  consult  him  on  these  and 
related  subjects.  Probably,  too,  it's  because  he  is  the  oldest  native  of  Unity,  still 
living  here.  He  says,  he  does  not  have  all  the  answers,  but  he's  very  grateful  for 
the  guidance  and  support  of  old  friends,  like,  Judge  Albert  Leahy,  Albert  Reed, 
Orrin  Bailey,  Perley  Newton  and  Professor  of  Geology,  John  B.  Lyons  of 
Dartmouth  College.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

TOWN  OF  UNITY 

1996 

The  Unity  Board  of  Selectmen  have  experienced  a  vast  amount  of  changes  dur- 
ing 1996,  and  most  of  them  positive. 

The  Bell  Tower  Committee  formed  and  began  right  after  town  meeting  last  year 
working  weekly  to  recreate  the  bell  tower  cradle  and  inner  structure  needed  to 
place  the  bell  in  its  home  on  the  Town  Hall.  Special  thanks  to  the  many  towns 
people  who  have  volunteered  to  make  this  possible  and  especially  Rod  Gray  for 
providing  the  driving  force  to  endure. 

The  Landfill  Recycling  Building  Committee  met  and  designed  a  building  for 
efficient  processing  of  the  town's  recyclables,  using  volunteer  help  whenever 
possible  and  we  thank  them  for  all  their  efforts,  especially  noted  should  be  the 
contributions  of  Lyle  Guynup  for  the  use  of  his  equipment  and  drive  to  keep  this 
project  moving  forward.  The  state  transfer  recycling  station  permit  has  been 
received  and  we  are  now  pursuing  the  federal  E.P.A.  permit  required  to  enable 
us  to  apply  for  federal  closure  funds. 

We  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  Rod  Minckler  as  our  Welfare  Officer. 
We  thank  him  for  his  years  of  service  in  this  capacity  and  his  foresight  in  recom- 
mending the  Community  Alliance  Services  to  handle  our  welfare  needs.  After  a 
trial  basis  and  wonderful  preliminary  results,  we  are  looking  forward  to  a  long- 
term  relationship  with  them  for  our  town. 

We  thank  Randy  Adams  for  accepting  the  position  of  liaison  to  the  Sullivan 
County  Economic  Development  Council.  The  council  offers  a  wide  range  of  as- 
sets the  town  may  be  able  to  avail. 

We  are  especially  proud  of  the  fact  that  with  diligent  work  and  cooperation  of  all 
office  employees  and  Treasurer,  and  with  careful  timing  of  spending,  we  were 
able  to  avoid  borrowing  any  monies  (TAN)  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  town, 
for  the  first  time  in  memory  and  thereby  avoided  any  interest  paid  by  the  town. 

We  regretfully  received  the  resignation  of  Ron  Ferguson  as  our  Animal  Control 
Officer  due  to  the  amount  of  time  and  increased  level  of  expertise  required  for 
this  position.  We  have  experienced  difficulties  in  finding  a  new  animal  control 
officer  because  of  these  regulations. 

We  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  one  police  officer  and  are  currently 
working  to  restucture  our  police  force  in  personnel  issues  and  policy,  toward 
more  complete  coverage  within  acceptable  financial  limits. 

The  highway  department  continues  the  upgrading  of  roads,  with  ditch  work, 
resurfacing  of  dirt  roads  with  quality  processed  gravel.  Approximately  4,000 
feet  of  North  Shore  Road  reconstruction  project  has  been  completed  using  Larry 
Wiggins  as  the  Town's  engineering  consultant  to  ensure  proper  engineering. 
The  Board  has  continued  to  upgrade  highway  vehicles  along  with  major  repairs 
of  other  highway  equipment.  The  highway  garage  has  had  an  upgrade  of  a  new 
roof,  along  with  the  removal  of  the  underground  fuel  tank,  which  all  soil  tests 
results  came  back  with  no  contamination  found.  It  has  been  replaced  with  a  new 
2,000  gallon  above  ground  storage  tank.  The  Board  is  planning  to  continue  with

a  new  asphalt  road  project,  Lear  Hill  Road,  which  will  be  funded  over  the  next 
several  years. 

We  are  introducing  a  replacement  bridge  project  on  Stage  Road  this  year.  The 
project  would  be  funded  with  20  percent  from  the  Town  and  80  percent  from  the 
State. 

The  Unity  Board  of  Selectmen  thank  all  volunteers  and  employees  for  their 
many  hours  of  hard  work  which  helps  build  community  spirit  and  pride.

After  the  ballots 
were  counted,    mr.  hall  read  the  results  of  the  voting  and  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.  to  be  reconvened  on  saturday,    march    i  6th  @ 
I  2:00  noon. 

SATURDAY  MARCH    16th,    1996 

The  Moderator  declared  the  meeting  open  at  I  2:02  p.m..  Mr.  Hall 
immediately  called  an  intermission  to  get  the  speaker  system  fixed. 

Intermission  was  over  at  I  2:  I  O  p.m. 

The  Moderator  opened  the  meeting  with  at  salute  to  the  flag.  Mr.  Hall 
explained  the  rules  of  the  meeting  and  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  of  non- 
VOTERS. 

Mr.  Hall  stated  that  he  had  read  the  complete  Warrant  on  Tuesday,  March 
I  2th  and  would  not  be  reading  the  whole  Warrant  at  that  time. 

ARTICLE  3.      To  receive  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  take  any  action 

THEREON. 

Motion  to  accept  the  Article  was  made  by  Ed  Gregory  and  seconded  by  Mary 
Gere. 
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The  Moderator  turned  the  floor  over  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
Selectmen,  Scott  Levanovich  spoke  about  the  Conservation  Commission 
report.  The  Selectmen  had  concern  about  a  statement  made  in  the  Town 
Report  (page  65  next  to  last  paragraph).  The  part  in  question;  "This 
Subdivision  in  no  way  affects  any  rights  any  person  may  have  in  the  Spring 
shown  on  Lot  2-64  I  -2.  According  to  other  information  it  seems  that  if  this 
spring  has  been  used  by  the  public  for  20  years  then  the  public  can 
continue  to  use  it."  the  selectmen  questioned  the  legality  of  the  statement 
and  sought  legal  advice  to  prevent  future  confusion  in  this  matter.  he  read 
a  letter  from  the  town's  attorney  addressing  this  matter.  following  is  a 
portion  of  the  letter  which  answers  their  concerns. 

3/  i  2/96  letter  from  john  yazinski 

" it  is  my  understanding  that  the  spring  in  question  located  off  of  the 

West  Unity  Road,  has  been  used  by  various  town  residents  and  nonresident 
for  a  significant  period  of  time.  additionally,  the  planning  board  included 
language  in  it's  approval  of  a  subdivision  involving  the  land  on  which  the 
spring  is  located,  which  language  provides  that  the  subdivision  in  no  way 
affects  any  rights  any  person  may  have  in  the  spring  shown  on  lot  2-69  i  "2. 
i  have  also  reviewed  the  deed  from  shirley  towle  to  terry  mlller  and  paula 
barrieault  transferring  the  subject  premises. 

Based  on  my  review  of  the  of  the  aforementioned  documents,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  the  Town  of  Unity  has  not  gained  any  right  of  access  through  easement 
or  right-of-way  to  the  spring  located  on  the  Miller-Barrieault  property.  I 
have  not  conducted  a  full  title  search  to  determine  whether  or  not  spring 
rights  had  previously  been  conveyed  to  the  town  of  unity.  the  deed  from 
Towle  to  Miller  and  Barrieault  does  not  mention  any  such  transfer  of  spring 
rights.  The  language  included  in  the  Planning  Board  approval  was  not  a 
grant  of  rights  to  anyone.  the  language  is  an  acknowledgment  by  the 
applicants  that  the  subdivision  approval  did  not  affect  any  rights  that  any 
person,  other  than  the  applicants,  may  have  in  the  spring.  however,  this 
language  is  not  sufficient  to  be  deemed  an  easement  permitting  the  use  of  the 
spring.  in  point  of  fact,  even  without  the  language,  the  subdivision  approval 
would  not  have  affected  anyone  who  had  a  deeded  right  to  the  spring. 

It  is  also  my  understanding  that  the  Conservation  Commission  has  expressed 
an  interest  in  protecting  this  very  valuable  and  often  used  spring.  a  review 
of  rsa  36-a,  the  statute  governing  conservation  commissions,  grants 
conservation  commissions  the  authority  to  accept  certain  gifts  to  be  managed 
and  controlled  by  the  commission  for  the  purposes  of  the  statue  but 
explicitly  prohibits  cities,  towns  and  conservation  commissions  from 
exercising  the  power  of  eminent  domain  for  the  purposes  set  out  in  rsa  36" 
a:4  governing  the  powers  of  conservation  commissions.  the  conservation 
Commission  is  free  to  request  that  the  owner  grant  the  Town  an  easement  to 
be  managed  by  the  conservation  commission  permitting  the  utilization  of  the 
spring.  However,  the  Conservation  Commission  could  not  obtain  rights  to 
the  spring  through  an  eminent  domain  proceeding. 
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Based  upon  the  length  of  time  Town  residents  and  others  have  used  the 
spring  one  could  legitimately  question  whether  the  town  has  acquired  rights 
to  the  spring  through  adverse  possession.  in  order  for  someone  to  gain 
rights  to  real  property  through  adverse  possession,  certain  criteria  must 
be  met.    the  basic  criteria  for  adverse  possession  are  the  following: 

I  .   The  use  must  have  taken  place  continuously  for  a  minimum  of  twenty 
(20)  years; 

2.  The  use  must  have  been  open  and  notorious; 

3.  The  use  must  have  been  hostile  to  the  owner,  meaning  that  the  use 
would  be  deemed  adverse  as  opposed  to  permissive. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  owners  of  the  land  on  which  the  spring  is 
located  have  voluntarily  permitted  individuals  to  utilize  the  spring.  since 
the  use  was  permissive,  it  most  ukely  was  not  adverse  and  rights  of  adverse 
possession  would  not  have  been  established. 

If  the  Town  is  interested  in  preserving  the  spring  and  access  thereto,  the 
Conservation  Commission  would  be  the  vehicle  to  negotiate  an  easement  on 
the  property.  an  easement  would  need  to  be  drafted  by  town  counsel  and 
signed  by  the  owner  and  recorded  at  the  registry  of  deeds.  if  you  believe 
that  a  transfer  of  an  easement  may  have  occurred  sometime  in  the  past,  then 
a  full  title  search  at  the  sullivan  county  registry  of  deeds  would  be  in 

ORDER." 

Mr.  Levanovich  then  read  portions  of  two  letters  from  Town  Council,  John 
Yazinski.    Following  are  the  portions  read; 

Q/3/Q5  letter     "Prior  to  the  final  trial  of  the  above  captioned  case  I  met 

WITH  YOU  TO  DISCUSS  THE  POSSIBILTTY  OF  SETTLING  THIS  MATTER.  I  RECOMMENDED  TO 
YOU  THAT  THE  BOARD  SHOULD  SERIOUSLY  CONSIDER  SETTLING  THIS  CASE  IF  YOU 
COULD  OBTAIN  AT  LEAST  $  I  5,000.  WE  WERE  SUCCESSFUL  IN  NEGOTIATING  A 
SETTLEMENT  WITH  FLEET  BANK  AND  CONNECTICUT  RlVER  BANK  WHEREIN  THE  TOWN  OF 

Unity  would  be  paid  $  I  5,000.00  to  settle  this  matter.  The  reasons  for  my 
decision  to  advise  you  to  settle  this  case  follows: 

it  also  came  to  light  during  the  preparation  for  trial  that  a  second  check 
in  the  amount  of  $60,000.00  was  deposited  into  ellsworth  putnam's 
account  in  the  same  manner  that  the  first  $40,000.00  check  was  deposited. 
This  evidence  would  have  been  damaging  to  the  Town's  case.  In  order  to 
recover  the  full  $40,000.00  claim  that  we  made  out  against  fleet  bank  we 
would  have  to  prove  that  our  negugence  did  not  cause  the  error.  this  was 
a  very  high  burden. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Town  could  not  make  a  full  recovery.  However, 
the  misfortune  would  have  been  even  greater  if  we  made  no  recovery  at  all. 
you  must  also  keep  in  mind  that  there  is  a  restitution  order  against 
Ellsworth  Putnam  requiring  him  to  make  payments  to  the  Town  until  the  Town 
has  received  the  full  $40,000.00.  Mr.  Putnam  has  begun  making  his 
payments  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  the  town  is  made  whole." 
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2/26/QG  letter       "Prior  to  the  trial  of  this  case,  and  after  numerous 

MEETINGS  WITH  OPPOSING  COUNSEL  AND  THE  JUDGE  WHO  WOULD  HEAR  THE  CASE,  THIS 
MATTER  WAS  SETTLED  FOR   $  I  5,000.00.      EACH   BANK  INVOLVED,    FLEET  BANK  AND 

Connecticut  River  Bank,  paid  the  Town  $7,500.00.  There  is  also  an  order 
requiring  Ellsworth  Putnam  to  pay,  in  installments,  the  remaining  balance  of 
the  $40,000.00  to  the  Town  of  Unity.  I  recommended  this  settlement  for 
the  following  reasons: 

After  substantial  research  it  became  clear  that  the  Town  of  Unity's  case 
against  Fleet  Bank  was  somewhat  weak.  Fleet  Bank  had  a  statutory  defense 
of  contributory  negugence  available  to  them,  which  if  they  were  successful 
in  proving  that  unity's  negligence  contributed  to  it's  loss,  then  thetown's 
ability  to  recover  would  be  substantially  diminished  or  extinguished.  since 
THE  Town  could  not  even  show  who  made  the  deposit,  let  alone  explain  why 

THERE  WAS  A  GAP  OF  SOME  EIGHTEEN  (  I  8)  MONTHS  IN  IT'S  DISCOVERY,  THERE 
UNDOUBTEDLY  WAS  STRONG  EVIDENCE  THAT  THE  TOWN'S  NEGUGENCE  MAY  HAVE 
EXCEEDED   FLEET  BANK'S.     A  FURTHER  COMPLICATING  MATTER  FOR  THETOWN,   SINCE 

THE  Town  BORE  the  burden  of  proof  in  this  case,  was  the  fact  that  a  key 
witness  refused  to  cooperate  with  counsel  for  thetown.  while  priscilla 
Swensen,  Peggy  Austin  and  Joan  Merrill  regularly  discussed  the  case  with 
me  and  my  firm  in  preparation  for  the  trial,  we  found  that  ethel  jarvis,  who 
was  active  in  town  affairs  at  the  time  the  check  was  wrongly  deposited,  was 
not  willing  to  cooperate  absent  a  subpoena.  if  the  matter  went  to  trial  i 
would  have  had  to  subpoena  ms.  jarvis  to  testify.  while  this  is  not  unusual 
in  litigations,  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  have  to  disclose  to  a  judge  or  jury 
that  an  official  who  was  involved  in  town  government  at  the  time  the  mistake 
occurred  was  not  willing  to  voluntarily  testify.  this  could  have  only 
damaged  our  case  further. 

Considering  the  uncertainty  of  the  legal  strength  of  our  argument,  and  the 
difficulty  in  presenting  first  hand  testimony,  i  recommended  that  the  town 
settle  this  case  on  the  terms  outlined  above.  the  probation  office  continues 
to  monitor  Mr.  Putnam's  payments  so  that  eventually  the  Town  will  be  made 

WHOLE. 

While  this  was  not  the  outcome  that  we  all  hoped  for  in  this  matter,  I  do 

BELIEVE  THE  SETTLEMENT  WAS  IN  THE  BEST  INTEREST  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  UNITY." 


Mr.  Gregory  asked  Paul  Mercier,  Town's  Auditor  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the 
selectmen  about  the  audit. 

Mr.  Mercier  spoke  about  the  "unreserved  fund  balance".  He  explained  the 
reason  for  such  a  good  surplus  was  in  part,  due  to  the  tax  collector 
finalizing  the  cleanup  of  the  old  tax  records,  as  well  as  more  revenues 
from  motor  vehicles  than  anticipated  and  monies  being  left  over  in  certain 
parts  of  the  budget. 
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Larry  Wiggins  asked  what  amount  DRA  recommends  the  Town  keep  in  the 
unreserved  fund.     mr.  gregory  said  $70,000.00  and  explained  that  the 
Selectmen  will  be  using  a  portion  of  the  monies  to  lower  the  Town  tax  for 
I  996. 

Ethel  Jarvis  asked  what  made  up  the  figure  "reserved  for  encumbrances  for 
fire  warden". 

Mrs.  Jarvis  also  explained  that  she  was  not  approached  until  April  5,    I  995

place  in  March  of  I  99  I  . 

Mr.  Gregory  said  the  money  was  put  aside  per  the  request  of  the  Fire 
Warden,  George  Dunn.  He  was  ill  in  I  995  and  unable  to  attend  to  the  some 
purchasing  for  the  Forest  Fire  Deft  and  asked  that  the  money  be  encumbered 
for  use  in   I  996. 

Mary  Gere  pointed  out  an  error  in  the  minutes  of  the  I  995  Town  Meeting. 
She  asked,  Town  Clerk,  Peggy  Austin  to  explain.  The  Town  Report  did  not 
reflect  the  results  of  the  vote  for  articles  9  &  i  3.  the  original  minutes 
did  show  the  votes  for  both  articles  as  being  affirmative. 

Ethel  Jarvis  spoke  again  concerning  the  issue  of  the  $40,000. 
This  discussion  continued  for  approximately  I    Vz  hour. 

Will  Boutin  made  a  motion  to  move  onto  article  24,  seconded  by  Robert 
Brown.  The  Moderator  would  not  accept  this  motion  since  we  were  not 
finished  with  article  3. 

Discussion  went  back  to  the  Conservation  Commission's  report.  Ken  Hall 
asked  that  it  go  on  record  that  he  feels  it  is  wrong  to  accept  the  statement 
concerning  the  spring  on  lot  2"64  i  "2.  he  feels  this  is  leaving  the  wrong 
impression  to  the  public. 

John  Callum  suggested  we  delete  the  issue  from  the  conservation 
commission  report. 

Bob  Janelle  asked  to  move  the  question.  Mr.  Hall  explained  that  we  needed 
a  2/3 *s  vote  to  move  the  question.    mr.  janelle  rescinded  his  motion. 

Randy  Bragdon  offered  an  amended  motion,  "To  accept  all  reports  except 
the  next  to  the  last  paragraph  of  the  conservation  commission's  report  on 
page  65.  Seconded  by  Ed  Gregory.

There  was  some  confusion  concerning  the  vote  on  Article  I  I  :  Larry  Wiggins 

SAID  HE  FELT  THE  FLOOR  HAD  NOT  BEEN  OPENED  FOR  FURTHER  DISCUSSION  AFTER  THE 
AMENDMENT  FAILED.      THE  MODERATOR  DECIDED  TO  RESCIND  THE  VOTE  ON  ARTICLE    I    I 
TO  ALLOW  FOR  MORE  DISCUSSION. 

Larry  Wiggins  asked  if  we  already  had  $  I  2, OOO  in  a  fund  for  a  landfill 
Building.  Mary  Gere  said,  yes,  but,  we  needed  more  money  to  make  a  good 
building,  and  gravel  would  be  needed. 

There  was  some  more  discussion.  The  Moderator  asked  if  there  were  more 
questions  or  discussion.    no  more  discussion.    mr.  hall  called  for  the  vote. 

ARTICLE  I  I  .     (Revote  after  discussion)  Vote  by  voice,  vote  was  affirmative. 

Moderator  gave  a  I  5  minute  break.

Meeting  was  called  back  to  order  at  2:59  p.m.  Mr.  Hall  announced  the 
results  of  voting  on  article  24. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  or  $60,000  from  the  sale  of  Town  owned  tax  deeded  properties  to 
be  used  for  the  completion  of  the  town  hall  basement  area  and  access 
for  Town  Office  space  and  Community  activities  and  services,  to  be  placed 
in  an  Expendable  Trust  Fund  and  name  the  Selectmen  agents  to  expend  the 
fund  only  upon  receipt  of  these  monies. 

Motion  was  made  by  Edward  Gregory  and  seconded  by  Mary  Gere. 

Scott  Levanovich  offered  an  amendment; 

to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  town  hall  basement  area  and  to  name  the 
Selectmen  as  agents  to  expend  from  this  fund,  and  further  to  raise  and 
appropriate  up  to  $60,000  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  (this  appropriation 
will  be  offset  by  a  like  amount  of  money  received  from  the  sale  of  tax- 
DEEDED  property.)     Seconded  by  Ed  Gregory. 


The  Selectmen  offered  an  explanation  of  the  amendment  of  this  Article.  A 
called  was  placed  to  dra  regarding  the  wording  because  it  is  not  the  intent 
of  the  Selectmen  for  this  money  to  be  raised  by  taxation.  They  do  not  want 
an  impact  on  the  tax  rate  for  i  996.  their  intent  is  to  sell  some  of  the  town 
owned  property  and  use  the  money  to  cover  this  article.  dra  offered  the 
wording  for  the  amendment  to  this  article.  if  the  selectmen  are  unable  to 
sell  the  properties  or  do  not  get  enough  money  from  the  sale,  they  will  not 
proceed  with  the  town  hall  project. 

Gata  Hudson  questioned  the  wording  of  the  amendment,  that  rr  did  not  include 
the  words  "Town  Office  space  and  access". 

Andrea  Walsh  presented  a  second  amendment; 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  capital  reserve  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  town  hall  basement  area  and  access  for  town 
Office  space  and  community  activities  and  services  and  to  name  the  Selectmen 
as  agents  to  expend  from  this  fund,  and  further  to  raise  and  appropriate  up 
to  $60,000  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  (this  appropriation  will  be  offset  by 
a  like  amount  of  money  received  from  the  sale  of  tax-deeded  property.) 
Seconded  by  Gata  Hudson. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  and  questions  regarding  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  and  the  amount  of  money  we  have  invested  into  the  building. 
Several  residents  asked  if  we  have  permission  from  the  Office  of  State 
Planning  to  use  the  building  for  Town  Offices.  Ed  Gregory  pointed  out  a 
letter  from  the  office  of  state  planning  on  page  23  of  the  town  report. 
Some  residents  felt  the  letter  did  not  clear  the  Town  to  go  ahead  and  use 
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the  Town  Hall  for  Town  Offices.  Larry  Wiggins  was  quite  concerned  that  the 
Town  was  not  covered  by  the  letter  and  asked  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  get 
in  writing  from  the  office  of  state  planning  that  we  may  in  fact  put  the  town 
Offices  in  the  basement.  He  said  he  did  not  have  an  issue  with  the  $60,000, 
only  that  the  board  of  selectmen  be  sure  the  town  is  covered  before 
proceeding  with  this  project. 

Some  voters  said  they  would  prefer  to  see  a  building  for  the  Town  Offices. 
They  thought  it  would  be  much  better  to  have  Town  employees  out  in  the 
sunlight  rather  than  in  the  basement.  The  Board  said  they  were  open  to 
ideas,  just  wanted  to  present  some  sort  of  plan  for  town  offices.  they 
welcome  professional  help. 

Voters  spoke  about  the  "buy-back"  of  the  Town  Hall  and  asked  if  the 
$60,000  would  go  towards  the  "buy-back",    the  selectmen  said  yes  the 

$60,000  WOULD  BE  PART  OF  THE  "BUY-BACK".      BUT,  AS   RESIDENT  HARRY  BaRNETT 

pointed  out,  according  the  letter  from  office  of  state  planning,  they  will 
not  even  discuss  a  "buy-back"  until  a  day-care  program  and  a  senior  citizen 
program  are  in  place.  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  town's  responsibility  was 
to  make  the  space  available  for  these  programs.  according  to  mr. 
Hathaway,  we  are  approved  now  to  run  a  day  care  center.  So  at  this  time, 
the  Town  complies  with  the  requirement  of  the  day  care  center. 

Ethel  Jarvis  asked  if  the  Selectmen  would  explain  how  the  wording  of  the 
amendment  would  keep  the  selectmen  from  raising  the  money  thru  taxes  if 
the  property  did  not  sell.  she  also  asked  if  the  amendment  changes  the 
purpose  of  the  article. 

Mary  Gere  explained  according  to  DRA,  the  "raise  and  appropriate"  language 
is  still  preferred.  Because  a  capital  reserve  or  maintenance  trust  can  be

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UNITY  RECYCLING/LANDFILL 
1996  REPORT 


Since  March  of  1996  the  town  has  recycled  and  been  paid  for  91,112  lbs.  of 
plastic,  paper  products  and  metal.  The  town  has  received  $1,580.62  for  these 
materials  as  well  as  leaving  more  room  and  more  years  in  the  burial  section  for 
non-recyclables. 

Scrap  metal  shipped  out  weighed  66,700  lbs.  which  was  offset  by  Jewell  Enter- 
prises removing  tires  from  the  old  tire  pile.  The  metal  generated  $2,095.08,  with 
$1,703.35  charged  back  to  the  town  for  material  handling.  The  tire  pile  was 
reduced  by  the  same  company  for  $1,542.90.  The  net  charged  to  the  town  for 
this  venture  was  $1,151.17.  Incoming  quantities  of  tires  for  freon  units  have 
declined  sharply  since  the  charge  was  initiated.  Only  30  tires  and  12  freon  units 
have  been  received  which  is  a  large  reduction  from  previous  years. 

Total  man  hours  expended  at  the  site  are  1,438.  This  breaks  down  to  1,032.75 
hours  of  paid  labor  and  405.25  hours  of  volunteer  labor.  Of  the  volunteer  labor 
291.75  hours  were  spent  on  set-up  of  the  equipment,  arranging  pick-ups  and 
help  and  clean-up.  Processing  clothing  accounted  for  29.50  hours  of  volunteer 
labor.  The  clothing  was  donated  to  various  charities  as  no  workable  market  was 
found.  84  hours  were  spent  by  volunteers  baling  plastic. 

At  the  time  of  this  report,  the  recycling  building  is  nearly  complete,  and  is  ex- 
pected to  be  in  use  soon. 

The  well  samplings  from  around  the  site,  mandated  by  the  state,  are  coming 
back  from  the  testing  laboratory  with  readings  well  within  safety  guidelines. 
This  is  a  plus  in  that  the  town  now  must  also  acquire  a  federal  EPA  permit.  The 
groundwater  tests  are  an  essential  step  in  acquiring  the  federal  permit.  Acquisi- 
tion of  the  federal  permit  allows  the  town  to  apply  for  federal  funds  in  the  fu- 
ture. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  volunteers  for  their  time  and  effort.  In  particular  - 
Alvin  Smith  -  his  ideas  and  common  sense  approach  has  saved  enormous  amounts 
of  work  and  useless  delays.

1996  LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

I  hope  that  by  the  time  you  have  finished  reading  this  report,  that  you  will 
really  feel  that  the  little  library  nestled  in  the  compound  of  the  Unity  Elemen- 
tary School  and  the  Unity  Town  Offices,  is  little  only  on  the  outside.  There  really 
is  a  lot  of  things  that  happen  within  the  walls  of  the  Unity  Free  Public  Library. 

I  fear  that  the  population  of  Unity  does  not  really  know  that  the  public  library, 
is  housed  within  this  building.  Yes!  the  school  library  is  in  the  same  room,  but 
please  know  that  after  school  closes  each  day,  the  UNITY  FREE  PUBLIC  LI- 
BRARY, is  an  honest  to  goodness  working  place  of  business-dedicated  to  the 
townspeople  of  Unity. 

We  serve  all  ages,  with  books  for  young  and  old  and  everywhere  else  in  between 
and  the  hours  for  the  library  are  as  follows: 

HOURS  OPEN:  Summer  Hours  -  Mon.,  Tues.,  Wed.  Thurs,  and  Fridays  2:30 
pm  to  5:00  pm  -  these  hours  start  on  May  1st  until  September  1st.  There  are  no 
Saturday  hours  in  the  summer  months.  This  has  come  about  because  of 
nonparticipation. 

Winter  Hours:  Mondays,  Tues,  Wed.,  Thurs.  &  Fridays  2:30  pm  until  4:30  pm 
Saturdays  9:00  am  to  11:00  am. 

I'm  closed  at  times  of  sickness~as  I  am  the  only  one  there,  but  we  are  in  hopes  of 
being  able  to  remedy  this  in  the  near  future.  If  there  is  a  stormy  day,  and  I'm 
unable  to  get  there,  you  will  hear  the  cancellation  on  KIXX  radio.  I  try  to  have 
it  there  by  noon  of  that  day. 

The  library  carries:  Magazines  (nice  ones),  Videos  (many  educatinal-some  not, 
but  all  good  material).  Books-adult  fiction,  junior  fiction,  adult  non-fiction,  jun- 
ior non-fiction,  easy  readers  for  the  little  people,  paperbacks  (very  careful  about 
what  is  on  the  rack).  We  try  each  year  to  purchase  some  of  the  latest  books 
available.  We  have  a  reference  section  in  the  library,  and  this  includes,  among 
other  things:  a  complete  set  -  up  to  date  -  New  Hampshire  RSA's.  New  books 
were  purchsed  this  year  and  you  may  have  seen  a  list  in  the  newspaper. 

Two  newspapers  come  into  the  library~The  News  Leader,  and  the  Argus  Cham- 
pion-they  are  here  for  you  to  see. 

If  you  are  looking  for  a  book  that  we  do  not  have-Inter- Library  Loans  come  into 
play.  There  is  no  need  for  you  to  not  get  the  book  that  you  are  after,  unless,  of 
course  the  libraryies  that  I  Inter-library  loan  from  do  not  have  them.  This  is 
rare.  Also  if  they  have  the  book  and  it  is  out-I  can  be  put  on  a  waiting  list.  We 
also  use  the  New  Hampshire  State  Library  to  Inter-Library  Loan. 

Our  library  has  a  Van  Service,  that  comes  to  Richards  Library  in  Newport,  NH 
from  the  state  library.  So  you  see,  we  are  in  there  plugging  for  you. 

Please  remember  the  word  small  might  mean  the  space  we  have-but  the  library 
action  is  very  large. 

We  have  a  Board  of  Trustees,  (3)  who  work  so  well  together,  and  this  year  the 
Trustees  and  the  "Friends  of  the  Library"  have  been  interacting  more,  which  is 
a  big  boost.

If  anyone  would  like  to  become  a  member  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  please 

contact  Ethel  Jarvis. 

We  offer  programs:  One  has  been  and  still  is,  MAMA  CARE  PERSONAL 
LEARNING  SYSTEM,  Breast  Self  Exam  with  a  45  minute  video.  We  had  a 
meeting  at  the  town  hall  in  '96  so  that  anyone  could  come  and  be  introduced  to 
the  program.  Mrs.  Lorandeau  came  to  speak  on  the  material  presented.  Not 
many  showed  up,  but  we  thank  those  that  did,  because  if  we  can  get  a  message 
to  at  least  one  person,  we  have  accomplished  our  goal.  The  equipment  is  at  the 
library  for  anyone  to  borrow.  If  there  is  anyone  out  there  that  thinks  they  would 
like  to  have  a  meeting,  all  it  takes  is  a  few  to  present  it  again.  Contact  the 
librarian  at  543-3253  (library  number). 

RABIES  CLINIC:  This  is  a  program  that  is  put  on  every  spring  in  the  parking 
lot  of  the  Unity  Elementary  School,  in  area  of  the  library  door.  It  is  sponsored  by 
"The  Friends  of  the  Library".  Shots  for  cats,  dogs  and  any  other  creature,  Ham- 
sters, etc.  This  year  it  is:  April  26, 1997  - 11:00  am  to  1:00  pm,  Price:  $7.00 
per  animal,  Clinic:  Weldell  Veterinarian  Clinic  with  J.  Johnson 
VIDEO  PROGRAM:  Last  year,  under  goals  for  1996,  in  the  town  report,  I 
mentioned  that  the  library  would  like  to  resume  the  video  program  at  the  Sullivan 
County  Nursing  Home.  We  had  that  program-It  began  in  May  1996,  and  will  go 
for  sixteen  more  weeks  at  the  time  of  this  printing.  Mrs.  Elliott,  a  Unity  School 
Teacher,  came  to  the  Trustees,  telling  them  that  she  could  apply  for  a  Grant, 
that  would  handle  our  situation.  She  could  not  promise  anything  one  way  or  the 
other,  but  that  she  would  try.  She  did~and  through  working  with  the  Trustees, 
the  program  began,  as  mentioned  above.  IT  IS  THIS  KIND  OF  PERSON  WHO 
IS  WILLING  TO  COME  FORWARD  AND  LEND  A  HELPING  HAND  TO  MAKE 
SOMETHING  HAPPEN,  THAT  MAKES  IT  NICE  FOR  THE  LIBRARY,  AND

On  Friday  evening  prior  to  Old  Home  Day  on  Saturday,  the  committee  has  to  go 
to  the  town  common  to  set  up  the  large  tent,  and  a  tarp,  to  put  the  booths  under, 
in  case  of  bad  weather,  and  for  whatever  reason,  this  particular  Friday  evening 
every  year  is  when  the  torents  of  rain,  and  hard  winds  hit  us,  that  haven't 
blown  that  hard  all  winter,  and  this  was  no  exception  --  the  weatherman  did  not 
let  us  down. 

The  committee  and  volunteers  from  the  fire  department  and  many  others  came 
to  set  up  the  big  tent  (and  not  easy  because  the  wind  whipped  uncontrollably) 
and  then  worked  on  the  long  tarp.  That  whipped  around  so  badly  that  nobody 
could  handle  it.

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UNITY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1996  REPORT 

In  1963  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  passed  a  new  law  which  encouraged  towns 
and  cities  to  form  conservation  commissions  "for  the  proper  utilization  and  pro- 
tection of  natural  resources  and  for  the  protection  of  watershed  resources.. ."but 
it  was  1965  before  any  town  commissions  were  formed.  By  1971  the  N.H. 
Associaiton  of  Conservation  Commissions  was  established,  with  a  part-time  di- 
rector, but  it  was  not  until  1980  that  there  was  a  full-time  state-wide  organiza- 
tion. Over  those  early  years  most  NH  towns  and  cities  formed  local  commissions 
and  much  work  was  done  in  the  area  of  identifying  and  listing  wetlands  and 
other  natural  resources  which  were  considered  to  be  especially  valuable. 

The  Unity  Conservation  Commission  was  formed  in  1986.  The  Unity  Conserva- 
tion Commission's  first  accomplishment  was  the  acquisition  of  a  42  acre  parcel 
near  Quaker  Meeting  House  which  was  donated  to  the  town  by  Larry  Page, 
Stan  McCumber  and  Margaret  DeLude,  along  with  a  cash  gift  of  $500.00  from 
Mrs.  DeLude  for  the  purpose  of  maintenance  and  care  of  the  recreation  area 
thus  created.  An  additional  gift  of  $9,812.00  was  willed  to  the  town  by  the  estate 
of  Mrgaret  DeLude,  "for  the  purposes  of  conservation  or  recreation  in  the  Town 
of  Unity."  Those  funds  have  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds. 

Because  Conservation  Commissions  are  the  only  local  authorities  specifically 
concerned  with  natural  resources,  they  are  responsible  for  receiving,  in  the  Town's 
name,  properties  and  easements  acquired  for  conservation  purposes.  They  are 
also  expected  to  identify  and  work  to  preserve  special  features,  both  natural  and 
man-made,  which  are  deemed  dto  be  especially  valuable  to  the  town.  They  are 
empowered  to  advise  the  Planing  Board  or  Selecdtmen  but  the  Commission  has 
very  little  direct  authority  except  as  regards  to  wetland. 

In  Unity  we  have  identified  and  indexed  most  significant  wetlands  by  surveying 
aerial  photos  and  relating  them  to  town  tax  maps  and  we  have  been  able  to 
establish  the  permanent  preservation  of  232  acres  around  Marshall  Pond  by 
way  of  a  development  easement  which  restricts  its  use  to  farm  fields  and  woodlots. 
That  easement  was  acquired  at  no  cost  to  the  town  other  than  legal  fees  and 
paperhandling  costs  because  we  were  able  to  convince  the  owners  (Sullivan 
County)  to  donate  the  easement.  We  are  now  working  to  get  them  to  donate  a 
similar  easement  to  a  258  acre  parcel  known  as  the  Judkins  Lot.  We  are  also 
planning  to  approach  the  Town  of  Newport  to  donate  the  development  easement 
to  the  land  they  own  around  Gilman  Pond. 

We  have  also  inventoried  the  30  properties  which  are  wned  by  the  town,  and  we 
are  consulting  with  the  Selectmen  as  to  which  of  these  properties  ought  to  be  so 
protected. 

Thus  far  the  Unity  Conservation  Commission  has  restricted  its  activity  to  iden- 
tifying and  indexing  features  which  we  believe  to  be  especially  valuable  and  to 
encouraging  the  owners  thereof  to  preserve  them  by  donating  development  ease- 
ments. However,  resticting  the  future  use  of  property  be  development  easement 
usually  diminishes  the  commercial  value  so  we  expect  the  time  will  come  when 
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Conservation  Commission:  cont. 

the  owners  of  some  properties  will  need  to  be  paid  for  their  easements. 

With  that  in  mind,  the  state  law  provides  for  individual  commissions  to  build  a 
fund  for  that  purpose.  The  Town  has  funded  the  Unity  Conservation  Commis- 
sion at  $1,000.00  per  year  for  operating  expenses  which  we  have  kept  very  low, 
so  the  commission  has  built  up  a  fund  which  now  stands  at  $4421.73.  Sixty  NH 
towns  now  supplement  their  commission's  funds  by  committing  all  or  part  of  the 
Change-oUse  penalties  collected  thereto.  We  encourage  the  people  of  Unity  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  such  an  arrangement  here.  We  think  such  an  ar- 
rangement would  prove,  in  the  long  run,  to  be  a  net  cashflow  gain  to  the  town 
because  a  number  of  studies  show  that  undeveloped  lands  bring  in  more  in 
taxes  than  they  cost  in  town  services. 

So  far  we  have  concentrated  on  wetlands  and  parcels  of  undeveloped  land  but 
the  State  Law  also  encourages  towns  to  identify  and  preserve  such  special  fea- 
tures as  scenic  views  and  historic  features  like  old  mill-sites.  Now  therefore  we 
ask  anyone  in  Unity  to  contact  any  of  us  if  you  know  of  a  special  feature,  either 
natural  or  man-made,  that  you  think  ought  to  be  preserved.  Better  still,  we 
would  love  to  hear  form  anyone  who  would  like  to  know  more  about  donating 
the  easement  to  some  special  feature  which  they  own.

We  at  Sullivan  County  Hospice  are  requesting  $250  from  the  Town  of  Unity. 

Sullivan  County  Hospice  has  been  in  existence  since  1984.  We  are  a  volunteer  agency,  governed  by 
a  board  of  directors.  The  board  of  directors  is  comprised  of  10  members  all  of  who  reside  in  Sullivan 
County. 

Our  goal  and  purpose  is  to  provide  practical  and  emotional  support  to  terminally  ill  patients  and 
their  families  within  Sullivan  County.  The  majority  of  our  patients  are  home  hospice  patients.  They  have 
decided  to  remain  at  home  under  the  care  of  their  families  and  we  provide  most  of  our  services  in  that  setting. 
However,  we  are  flexible  enough  to  follow  and  serve  patients  and  families  in  the  hospital  or  nursing  home 
setting  as  well.  Our  volunteers  are  fully  trained  in  areas  such  as  death  and  dying,  active  listening,  universal 
precautions,  and  grief.  A  few  of  the  ways  our  volunteers  might  provide  practical  support  include  respite  for 
care  givers,  running  errands,  light  meal  preparation.  These  volunteers  provide  emotional  support  to  both  the 
patient  and  the  family  by  being  available  to  them,  by  listening,  reassuring  and  encouraging. 

Our  referrals  come  from  doctors,  nurses,  visiting  nurse  associations,  discharge  planners,  and  from 
family  members  or  patients  themselves.  Our  only  requirements  for  service  are  that  the  patient  be  terminally 
ill  and  that  they  reside  in  Sullivan  County.  We  accept  all  referrals  on  that  basis  and  there  is  never  a  charge 
for  our  service. 

In  additional  to  providing  volunteer  services  Sullivan  County  Hospice  offers  a  bereavement  support 
group  and  a  cancer  support  group.  Each  of  these  groups  are  open  to  anyone.  We  maintain  a  loan  closet  with 
hospital  beds,  walkers,  commodes,  and  other  equipment  that  is  useful  in  the  home  setting.  These  are  loaned 
at  no  charge  and  in  some  cases  this  service  helps  considerably  to  keep  out  of  pocket  expenses  lower  for  the 
patient.  All  of  these  services  are  available  to  the  residents  of  Sullivan  County. 

We  thank  you  in  advance  for  your  consideration.  We  hope  that  you  will  continue  to  support  our 
work  with  your  financial  contribution,  as  we  continue  in  our  efforts  to  support  the  terminally  ill  and  their 
families  in  Sullivan  County.

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  (UVLSRPC)  is  a  voluntary 
association  of  31  towns.  The  Commission  is  concerned  with  the  development  of  comprehensive 
plans  for  beneficial  and  balanced  economic,  environmental  and  social  growth  in  the  Region.  It 
functions  as  a  research,  resource  and  informational  agency  and,  when  appropriate,  acts  to  obtain 
Federal,  State  and  other  approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans  and  similar  assistance  for  individual 
member  towns  and  for  the  Region.  The  Commission  provides  technical  assistance  to  member 
communities  in  the  areas  of  planning  (land  use,  transportation,  water  quality,  etc.),  mapping, 
community  development,  grantsmanship  and  grant  administration.  In  addition,  regional  studies, 
such  as  our  Regional  Transportation  Plan,  and  regional  projects,  such  as  household  hazardous 
waste  collections  and  the  Connecticut  River  Scenic  Byway  Study,  are  undertaken  to  the  benefit 
of  more  than  one  community. 

In  the  past  year,  services  such  as  our  Planning  Board  training  series  and  library,  which  features 
maps,  planning  resources  and  US  Census  data,  were  available  to  all  of  our  member  communities. 
Unity  residents  have  taken  advantage  of  some  of  these  services.  A  complete  list  of  services  which 
benefit  our  members  is  attached.

-  Assisted  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  in  developing  a  policy  regarding  issuance  of  building 
permits  on  Class  VI  roads. 

-  Organized  and  administered  successful  regional  household  hazardous  waste  collection  with 
Springfield,  Lempster  and  Sunapee,  and  wrote  successful  grant  application  to  offset  a  portion 
of  the  cost.

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  Unity  School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1996,  we 
considered  the  School  District's  internal  control  structure  in  order  to  determine  the  scope  of  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  our  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  Our 
review  of  these  systems  was  not  intended  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure  and 
should  not  be  relied  on  for  that  purpose. 

Under  the  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants,  reportable 
conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our  attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or 
operation  of  the  internal  control  structure  that,  in  our  judgment,  could  adversely  affect  the  School 
District's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize,  and  report  financial  data  consistent  with  the  assertions 
of  management  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable 
condition  in  which  the  design  or  operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does 
not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities,  in  amounts  that  would  be 
material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited,  may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a 
timely  period  by  employees  in  the  normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions.  Our 
consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal 
control  structure  that  might  constitute  reportable  conditions  and,  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  reportable  conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as  defmed  above. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that,  during  the  course  of  our  review  of  internal  controls,  no  material 
weaknesses  in  the  School  District's  accounting  systems  and  records  were  identified.  Minor  weaknesses 
or  other  considerations  coming  to  our  attention  were  generally  procedural  in  nature  and  dealt  with 
administrative  or  recordkeeping  practices.  In  these  instances,  we  made  specific  recommendations  or 
provided  instruction  to  those  individuals  involved  during  the  course  of  our  audit  fieldwork. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  management  and  others  within  the 
administration.  This  restriction  is  not  intended  to  limit  distribution  of  this  report,  which  is  a  matter  of 
public  record.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general-purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Unity  School  District 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1996.  These  general-purpose  financial  statements  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  School  District's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these 
general-purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general- 
purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test 
basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general-purpose  financial  statements.  An 
audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general-purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We 
believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Unity  School 
District  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be 
recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Unity  School  District,  as  of  June  30,  1996,  and  the  results 
of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general-purpose  financial  statements 
taken  as  a  whole.  The  individual  fund  financial  statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented 
for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements 
of  the  Unity  School  District.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied 
in  the  audit  of  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all 
material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general-purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

1996-97 

In  the  midst  of  my  first  year  as  Superintendent  of  SAU  #6,  I  would  like 
to  say  how  pleasant  it  has  been  to  meet  and  work  together  with  the  people 
of  Unity.  After  only  a  few  months,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  the  community  has  a 
strong  commitment  to  the  education  of  its  youngsters  and  that  so  many  of 
you  are  willing  to  give  the  time  and  energy  necessary  to  help  us  accomplish 
that  in  the  most  effective  manner  possible.  The  volunteer  efforts  of  the  PTC 
and  individuals  within  the  community  is  impressive,  to  say  the  least,  and  I 
look  forward  to  a  long  and  productive  relationship  with  you. 

Late  in  November,  I  was  saddened  to  learn  that  Dr.  James  Robinson 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  continue  as  principal  of  Unity  School.

Robin 
would  continue  her  duties  as  eighth  grade  teacher  and  act  as  interim 
principal  until  the  end  of  the  1996-97  school  year.  The  Board  acted 
favorably  upon  that  recommendation. 

My  first  and  foremost  goal  for  Unity  Elementary  School  involves  its 
curriculum.  It  is  my  intention  to  work  together  with  staff  members  to  set 
and  achieve  high  standards  in  all  curriculum  areas.  The  first  step  in  this 
lengthy  process  is  to  examine  carefully  the  New  Hampshire  frameworks  and 
to  align  our  local  curriculum  with  them.  This  will  necessitate  staff 
participation  on  various  SAU  curriculum  committees,  with  each  serving  as 
an  intermediary  to  colleagues  within  the  school.  Teachers  will  be  trained  in 
Process  Writing  and  will  implement  it  within  every  classroom,  grades  one 
through  eight.  As  Superintendent,  I  want  to  empower  the  teachers  to  bring 
out  the  best  of  each  and  every  student  at  Unity  Elementary  School.  It  is  an 
exciting  endeavor  and  I  want  to  share  that  excitement  with  the  staff  as  well 
as  with  community  members.

We  believe  that  parental  and  community  involvement  is  one  of  the  keys 
to  an  effective  school.  Our  first  order  of  business  in  this  report,  therefore,  is 
to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  volunteered  their  time  and 
energy  throughout  the  year  to  the  betterment  of  Unity  School.  Whether 
through  an  organization  such  as  the  PTC,  or  individually,  your  contribution 
deserves  recognition.    Thank  You! 

As  most  of  you  know,  our  principal  at  the  start  of  the  school  year, 
James  Robinson,  suffered  from  ill  health  and  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
beginning  Jan.  2,  1997.  We  wish  him  well  on  his  road  to  recovery.  Mrs. 
Grumman  agreed  to  take  the  challenging  position  of  interim  principal  while 
at  the  same  time  continuing  as  8th  grade  teacher.  We  know  that  this  is  not 
an  optimum  arrangement  and  have  again  budgeted  for  a  full  time  principal 
for  the  1997-98  school  year.   We  ask  that  the  District  support  this  funding. 

In  regards  to  the  AREA  contract,  the  study  committee  set  up  officially 
at  the  1996  District  Meeting  followed  the  recommendations  of  the  Future 
Planning  Committee.  The  Board,  in  turn,  set  about  implementing  these 
recommendations.  As  of  this  writing  (in  January)  the  Unity  Board  has  made 
proposals  to  the  Claremont  Board,  some  of  which  are:  including  the  entire 
town  in  the  agreement,  the  provision  of  a  feeder  bus  route,  considerably 
lower  tuition  rates,  and  allowing  the  Unity  School  Board  to  have  the 
exclusive  right  to  grant  waivers.  At  this  point  we  are  waiting  to  hear  back 
from  the  Claremont  Board.  It  looks  now  that  action  will  be  delayed  until  the 
1998  District  meeting,  due  to  time  constraints. 

Although  we  welcomed  our  new  Superintendent,  Dr.  Robert  Patterson, 
at  the  Memorial  Day  activities  last  spring,  he  officially  took  over  his  duties  in 
July.  We  admire  his  forthrightness  and  professionalism,  and  join  him  in 
working  to  achieve  our  mutual  goal  of  improving  Unity's  test  scores. 

We  would  be  remiss  if  we  did  not  mention  the  unusual  occurrence  of 
having  TWO  of  our  teachers  appear  in  Who's  Who  Among  America's  teachers. 
What  an  honor  for  Mrs.  Elliott  and  Mrs.  Grumman,  and  for  Unity  School. 
Congratulations! 

As  always,  the  Board  extends  an  invitation  to  all  citizens  to  attend  our 
regular  monthly  meetings  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  month  at  7  pm 
at  the  school.

UNITY  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

1996-97 

Unity  Elementary  School  is  embarking  on  an  exciting  adventure  as  we 
reassess  the  education  of  Unity  youngsters  by  examining  state  curriculum 
guidelines  and  redirect  our  classroom  activities  to  optimize  our  teachers* 
effectiveness.  The  staff  and  students  are  joining  forces  to  make  the  school  a 
place  the  community  of  Unity  will  view  with  great  pride.  The  change  cannot 
happen  overnight,  but,  with  commitment  and  tenacity,  we  are  convinced  it 
will  happen,  and  we  welcome  involvement  from  community  members  in 
realizing  that  goal. 

The  1996-1997  school  year  has  seen  several  staff  changes  from  last 
year.  At  this  time,  regular  education  assignments  are  Lorraine  Baker,  grade 
1;  Barbara  Goodine,  grades  2/3;  Tina  Lawrie,  grades  3/4;  Jane  Elliott,  grades 
5/6;  Martha  Shaw,  grades  6/7;  and  Robin  Grumman,  grade  8.  Specialist 
areas  include  Susan  Smith,  art;  Gina  Ostrander,  physical  education;  and 
Marcia  Oster,  music.  The  Learning  Center  is  staffed  by  Lauryn  Moeller,  Title 
I  and  reading  specialist;  Ann  Shaughnesy,  special  education  and  guidance; 
Nancy  Heinz  and  Debbie  Cammarata,  special  education  paraprofessionals; 
and  Ellen  Parker,  occupational  therapist.  Pauline  Sanderson  is  the 
instructional  aide,  Nancy  Ferguson  is  the  library  aide,  and  Linda  Kuhns 
covers  the  lunchroom  duties.  Louise  Darling  continues  as  our  school  nurse, 
and  Dorothy  McClay  is  the  secretary.  Carol  and  Ed  Gregory  provide  the 
custodial  services.  Dr.  James  Robinson,  who  had  served  as  principal  since 
the  fall  of  1994,  has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence;  December  20th  was  his 
last  day  at  Unity  Elementary  School.  His  cheerful  manner  and  generous 
nature  will  be  sorely  missed.  On  December  9th,  the  Unity  School  Board 
appointed  Robin  Grumman  to  serve  as  Interim  Principal,  beginning  January 
1,  1997.  She  will  continue  her  teaching  duties  in  addition  to  her  new 
position. 

This  school  year  has  engaged  the  students,  staff,  and  community  in 
many  exciting  activities.  Students  in  grades  5-8  were  lucky  to  obtain  the 
coaching  skills  of  Tom  and  Lorie  Russell  for  their  fall  season.  With  a  record 
of  4-2-1,  the  team  did  more  than  hold  its  own  against  some  very  tough 
opposition!  The  Peer  Outreach  program  continues  with  54  students 
participating;  students  from  grade  8  are  paired  up  with  "buddies"  from 
grades  1-4  for  a  half-hour  each  Friday  afternoon  to  model  friendship-making 
skills.      This   holiday  season,   the   group   sponsored    a  "Giving    Tree"     and 
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collected  food  items  which  were  delivered  to  three  area  families  who 
needed  some  assistance.  This  aspect  of  the  program  is  a  wonderful 
complement  to  the  efforts  of  Dottie  McClay,  school  secretary,  and  Priscilla 
Swenson  from  the  Town  Office.  They  also  sponsor  a  "Giving  Tree"  and 
collect  clothing  and  toys  for  families  in  need  during  the  holidays.  What 
spectacular  results  surface  when  we  work  together  for  good!  Grades  6-8 
helped  to  introduce  a  new  program  at  the  school.  "Knowledge  Is  Power", 
better  know  as  "KIP",  educated  the  adolescents  of  our  school  community  to 
the  real-life  consequences  of  making  poor  choices.  The  students  were  duly 
impressed  by  the  messages  brought  weekly  by  pediatrician  Dr.  Steve  Blair, 
guidance  counselors  from  Stevens  High  School,  District  Attorney  Marc 
Hathaway,  Captain  Dwight  Dodd  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Police,  Judge 
Albert  Leahy,  Sheriff  Prozzo,  and  "Frank",  an  inmate  at  the  Sullivan  County 
House  of  Correction,  along  with  Captain  Sherry  Lee,  Corrections  Officer.  A 
tour  of  that  facility  culminated  the  program.  The  school  is  forever  grateful 
to  those  who  helped  to  make  the  program  such  a  success;  even  our  wildest 
dreams  were  more  than  fulfilled.  Phase  II  of  KIP  will  take  place  next  year. 
Parents  of  8th  graders  and  their  children  joined  forces  on  a  beautiful 
October  morning  to  paint  the  playground  equipment  at  the  school  and  then 
ate  a  hearty  meal  together.  The  flagpole  has  been  repainted  and  new 
windows  have  been  installed  on  the  front  of  the  school,  thanks  to  Ken  Hall 
and  Will  Boutin.  The  PTC  has  once  again  spear-headed  a  successful  Winter 
Activities  Program,  with  students  and  staff  participating  in  a  variety  of 
activities  ranging  from  Alpine  skiing  to  woodworking.  In  December,  parents 
and  neighbors  gathered  at  the  Unity  Town  Hall  to  hear  the  school's  annual 
Christmas  concert.  Under  the  direction  of  Marcia  Oster,  the  children  led  all 
of  us  into  a  spirit  of  celebration  and  joy.    It  was  a  wonderful  evening  for  all 

and  another  example  of  the  terrific  things  that  the  community  and  school 
can  accomplish  when  we  work  together. 

As  we  look  to  the  remainder  of  this  year,  there  is  still  so  much  to  do! 
The  Lip  Sync,  the  Sock  Hop,  Clean-Up  Day  and  our  annual  Memorial  Day 
Program  at  Center  Road  Cemetery,  the  eight  grade  trip  to  the  White 
Mountains,  our  yearbook  production,  and,  of  course,  the  graduation  of  the 
Class  of  1997  will  keep  everyone  on  their  toes.  Teachers  will  concentrate 
efforts  on  working  cooperatively  to  enlist  Process  Writing  techniques  in  the 
classrooms,  to  address  the  needs  indicated  by  the  State  Assessment  tests, 
and  by  participation  on  SAU  curriculum  committees.     The   students  will  do 
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what  they  can  to  maintain  an  atmosphere  conductive  to  learning  and,  in  the 
process,  will  feel  a  pride  in  their  accomplishments.  Together  we  will  forge 
ahead  to  make  Unity  Elementary  School  the  best  that  it  can  be!

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SCHOOL  NURSE  REPORT 

UNITY  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

1995-1996 


During  the  1995-96  school  year  I  spent  four  hours  a  week  at  the  Unity 
School.  School  health  records,  including  immunization  status,  were 
established  for  all  new  students,  and  maintained  for  all  others.  The  State 
survey  on  immunization  was  completed  on  all  1st,  7th,  and  8th  graders.  As 
of  November  1995,  all  of  those  students  were  in  compliance  except  two 
seventh  graders  who  lacked  measles  immunizations.  A  vision  screening  was 
completed  on  all  students,  and  seven  were  referred  for  further  care.  A 
hearing  screening  was  completed  on  113  students,  and  four  were  referred 
for  further  care.  Pediculosis  (head  lice)  screening  was  also  done  on  all 
students  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  and  as  needed  throughout  the 
year.    Incidence  was  very  low. 

I  worked  very  closely  with  Renee  Menard,  who  spent  one  day  per 
week  here  as  part  of  the  Rural  Health  Outreach  Grant  Project.  Renee  helps 
families  experiencing  difficulties  access  services  that  are  available  to  them  in 
this  area.  Renee  greatly  helped  many,  and  at  no  cost  to  the  district.  This 
was  a  year  in  which  many  family  crises  and  hardships  affected  our  students, 
which  emphasized  the  need  for  a  guidance  person  to  be  among  us.  Rural 
Health  Outreach  will  provide  the  services  of  Renee  to  us  for  one  more  year, 
when  the  grant  runs  out. 

School  population  includes  13  students  with  asthma,  3  with  other 
chronic  medical  conditions,  and  2  who  need  to  have  epinephrine  on  hand  in 
case  of  a  severe  allergic  reaction.  213  medications  were  dispensed  through 
the  school  office.  Education  was  made  available  to  staff  on  the  use  of  the 
Epi-Pen,  and  seizure  first  aid. 

This  year,  and  last  year  I  did  not  provide  you  with  the  numbers  of 
children  who  presented  themselves  to  me  for  first  aid  or  illness.  I  found 
those  figures  to  be  meaningless  as  they  represent  four  hours  a  week  of 
record  keeping.  The  vast  majority  of  nurse  related  calls  to  the  office  by 
students  are  handled  by  the  secretary  in  my  absence. 

Again  this  year  I  have  enjoyed  serving  the  great  kids  in  Unity.

March   11,    1996  and  March  25,   1996  (Reconvened) 

Minutes  of  the  Annual  District  Meeting  at  the  Unity  Elementary  School  on 
Monday,  March  11.  1996.  At  5:00  pm  the  Warrant  was  read  in  its  entirety 
by  Moderator.  Fred  Hall  and  the  polls  were  declared  open  to  act  upon 
Article  I  of  the  Warrant:  'To  elect  (for  a  one  year  term)  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
and  Treasurer  and  to  elect  (for  a  three  year  term)  a  School  Board  Member." 

The  business  session  of  the  School  District  meeting  commenced  at  7:00  pm 
at  which  time  the  Moderator.  Hall  led  the  District  in  The  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  and  stated  that  the  polls  would  remain  open  until  7:30  pm. 
Moderator  Hall  reviewed  his  rules  for  the  meeting  and  by  voice  vote 
determined  that  the  District  would  allow  non-voters  present  to  speak  and 
that  those  voters  assembled  approved  of  his  rules. 

Article  II:     (Hearing  of  Reports) 

'To  hear  reports  of  agents,  committees,  or  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  there  to."  Motion  made  by  Rodney  Minckler,  seconded  by  Gata 
Hudson.    By  voice  vote  Article  II  passed. 

Article  III:     (Collective  Bargaining  Agreement) 

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  approve  the  cost  items  included  in  the 
collective  bargaining  agreement  reached  between  the  Unity  School  Board 
and  the  Unity  Education  Association  which  calls  for  increases  in  salaries  and 
benefits:  An  estimated  increase  of  $4,107.00  for  the  1996-97  year  and  an 
estimated  increase  of  $8,629.00  for  the  1997-98  year.  And  to  further  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,107.00  for  the  1996-97  fiscal  year,  such  sum 
representing  the  additional  costs  attributed  to  the  increase  in  salaries  and 
benefits  over  those  of  the  appropriation  at  current  staffing  levels  paid  in  the 
prior  fiscal  year.

Article  IV:    (Main  Budget) 

Rodney  Minckler  presented  the  following  resolution:  That  the  District 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,135,574.00  for  the  support  of  the 
schools,  for  the  salaries  of  District  officials,  agents,  and  employees,  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said 
appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State 
Equalization  Fund  and  Building  Fund,  together  with  other  income,  the 
School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriations,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town.    Motion  made  by  Clinton  Cooper,  seconded  by  Gata  Hudson. 

Mr.  Minckler  was  recognized  to  review  the  budget  line  by  line.  A  general 
discussion  about  the  Special  Education  costs  being  so  high  continued,  with 
the  District  hearing  responses  from  Special  Education  Director  Mike  Harris. 
The  District  wanting  to  know  if  less  expensive  special  education  was  being 
sought.  After  a  very  heated  discussion,  Rose  Aremberg  made  a  motion 
calling  the  question,  this  was  seconded  by  Chuck  Hudson.  At  this  time  Mr. 
Hall  called  for  an  intermission. 
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Unity  School  District  Meeting  Minutes 
March  11,   1996  and  March  25.   1996  (Reconvened) 

After  a  short  break,  the  District  was  recalled  to  order  at  8:35  pm.  Mr.  Hall 
then  explained  that  a  2/3  majority  was  needed  to  call  the  Question  at  which 
time  he  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  to  stop  the  debate.  The  show  of  hands 
showed  that  the  District  wanted  to  continue  the  discussion  on  Article  IV. 
After  more  discussion  on  the  main  budget,  expenses,  with  Mr.  Minckler  and 
Mr.  Harris  answering  many  questions  on  why  the  budget  is  so  high  -  Mr.  Hall 
asked  if  the  District  had  any  more  questions.  Mr.  Hall  then  re-read  Article 
IV  and  called  for  a  ballot  vote.

March  25,   1996  (reconvened  from  March  11.   1996) 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:00  pm  with  a  pledge  of  allegiance  led 
by  Moderator  Fred  Hall.

School  Board  Member  for  3  years  -  Rodney  :Minckler  with  43  votes;  write- 
ins  with  2  votes  each  -  Loraine  Light,  Hazel  Krupski,  Bob  Brown;  write-ins 
with  1  vote  each  -  Don  Morse,  Fred  Hall  Jr.  Brenda  Seymour,  Ed  Gregory, 
Mary  Ellen  Bellimer,  Nancy  Ferguson,  Mary  Gere. 

Moderator  for  1  year;  Fred  Hall  Sr.  72  votes.  Write-in  with  1  vote  -  Bruce 
Kozlik. 

Treasurer  for  1  year;  Brenda  Boutin  67  votes.  Write-in  with  1  vote  Bruce 
Baker. 

Clerk  for  1  year  Laura  Fissette  65  votes.  Write-ins  with  1  vote  each  Gata 
Hudson  and  Sue  Compo. 

After  balloting  results  were  read,  Mr.  Minckler  motioned  to  reconsider 
Article  IV,  seconded  by  Clinton  Cooper.  By  voice  vote  District  agreed. 
Article  IV  moved  for  discussion  by  Rodney  Minckler  and  seconded  by  Gata 
Hudson.  The  District  asked  to  hear  what  the  school  board  had  come  back 
with  regarding  cutting  the  previously  proposed  budget.  Mr.  Minckler 
explained  that  the  school  board  had  made  a  list  of  possible  items  to  cut  back 
on  )photocopies  of  list,  were  passed  out  to  District).  Mr.  Minckler  then 
motioned  to  lay  Article  IV  on  the  table,  so  that  the  District  could  reconsider 
Article  III,  for  which  Mr.  Minckler  had  additional  information  for  the 
District  to  consider,  this  motion  was  seconded  by  Gata  Hudson.  By  voice 
vote  District  agreed.

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Mr.  Minckler  and  Mr.  Damren  explained  to  the  District  that  the  teachers 
had  agreed  to  a  different  health  care  plan  that  would  save  the  District 
money  if  the  District  would  vote  on  the  salary  increase:

After  very  detailed  discussion.  District  agreed  to  vote  on  the  amended 
Article  III.    By  ballot  vote  Article  III  passed;  100  yes  votes,  15  no. 

Fred  Bellimer  moved  to  amend  the  amount  on  Article  IV  to  be  $1,055,574, 
seconded  by  Peggy  Austin.    By  voice  vote  the  amendment  failed. 

Rodney  Minckler  moved  to  amend  the  amount  in  Article  IV  to  be 
$1,128,250  (this  shows  the  decrease  of  the  Health  Care  Savings),  seconded 
by  Gata  Hudson. 

Fred  Bellimer  called  to  reconsider  the  amendment  on  Article  IV  for  the 
$1,055,574  amount.  Some  of  the  District  members  did  not  realize  that  they 
had  just  voted  it  down,  when  the  voice  vote  was  called  for.  Moderator  Hall 
called  to  reconsider  the  previously  motioned  Amendment  to  Article  IV 
moved  by  Rodney  Minckler  and  seconded  by  Gata  Hudson  for  the  amount  of 
$1,128,234.00.    By  a  show  of  hands  Article  IV  passed. 

District  Members  asked  Mr.  Hall  to  have  Article  IV  re-voted  by  ballot. 
Moderator  Hall  agreed.  By  ballot  vote  Article  IV  passed  with  62  yeas  votes, 
47  no. 

Article  V  (Deficit  Appropriation) 

To  see  whether  the  voters  of  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $110,000  as  a  deficit  appropriation  required  to  fund 
unanticipated  special  education  and  high  school  tuition  costs  for  trie  1994- 
95  and  1995-96  school  years.  Motion  made  by  Rodney  Minckler  and 
seconded  by  Martha  Morse.  By  ballot  vote  Article  V  passed  with  65  yes  votes 
and  29  no  votes. 

Article  VI  (Claremont  Lawsuit) 

District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  S123.00,  representing 
$1.00  per  child  served  in  the  school  district,  to  support  the  efforts  of  the 
Claremont  Lawsuit  Coalition,  Inc.,  and  to  authorize  the  transfer  of  said  sum 
to  the  Claremont  Lawsuit  Coalition,  Inc.,  for  this  purpose.  Motion  made  by 
Gata  Hudson,  seconded  by  Rodney  Minckler.  By  ballot  vote  Article  VI  passed 
with  40  yes  votes,  34  no. 
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.Article  II  (.AREA  Committee) 

District  will  vote  to  form  a  committee  to  study  the  AREA  Agreement. 
Motion  made  by  Rodney  Minckler,  seconded  by  Gata  Hudson.  District 
discussed  the  fact  that  they  thought  that  there  was  already  an  AREA 
Committee.  It  was  explained  to  the  District  by  Rodney  Minckler  and  Gata 
Hudson  that  this  was  a  vote  to  make  it  official.  Call  of  questioned,  moved  by 
Will  Boutin,  seconded  by  Chuck  Hudson.  Voice  vote  declared  by  Moderator 
Hall.    Article  VII  passed. 

Article  VIII  (District  Officer  Compensation) 

To  determine  and  fix  the  salaries  of  school  district  officers  as  follows:  school 
board  members  $500  per  member,  and  school  district  treasurer  $400. 
Motion  made  by  Rodney  Minckler.  seconded  by  Gata  Hudson.  Voice  vote 
declared  by  Moderator  Hall.    Article  "VIII  Passed. 

Article  IX  (other  business) 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting. 
Motion  made  by  Rodney  Minckler.  seconded  by  Gata  Hudson.  General 
discussion  follows:  Fred  Hall  recommends  to  move  the  meetings  to  the 
Town  Hall  next  time.  Peggy  Austin  willing  to  help  collect  signatures  for  any 
Town  protests  toward  the  State.  Will  Boutin  suggests  that  the  School  Board 
not  freeze  the  budget  without  first  calling  a  Special  District  Meeting  to 
discuss  this,  Mr.  McDivette,  requests  that  a  Special  Meeting  be  called  with 
any  problems  that  might  occur.   Article  IX  passed  by  voice  vote. 

Before  the  meeting  adjourned,  Mr.  Clinton  Cooper  passed  in  a  letter  of 
resignation.  This  letter  was  read  aloud  by  Rodney  Minckler  to  the  District, 
stating  that  due  to  unforeseen  health  problems,  he  would  not  be  able  to 
complete  his  term  as  a  school  board  member.  Mr.  Cooper  was  at  this  time 
presented  with  a  present  from  the  other  school  board  members. 

Ballot  clerks  were  Deb  Demarais  and  Tyyne  Cox. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  heard  at  10:55  pm. 

After  the  adjournment  the  following  positions  were  sworn  in  by  school  board 
member  Gata  Hudson:  Moderator  Fred  Hall.  School  Board  Member  Rodney 
Minckler  and  Clerk  Laura  Fissette.
